LENINE’S DEATH MAY COME 
ANY MOMENT, BERLIN HEARS 


Private Advices Reaching German Capital by 
Aerial Post Say Soviet Leaders Practically 
Have Abandoned Hope of Leader’s Recovery. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 13.—From what 
are considered reliable private ad- 
vices reaching Berlin by aerial post, 
the conclusion is permissible that the 
soviet chiefs practically have aban- 
doned hope for the recovery of Nico- 
lai Lenine and that news of his death 
is likely to come at any moment. 


The first report of Lenine’s illness 
came in a dispatch the latter part of 
May stating that he had taken a va- 
cation of two months to rest follow- 
ing an operation for the removal of 
a bullet from his neck. A few days 


later another dispatch said he had 
suffered a stroke, caused by effu- 
sion of blood in the brain. Still later 
it was reperted he was suffering 
from acute gastritis. 


On June 6, Prof. Felix Klemperer, 
noted German “physician, was sum- 
moned to Moscow to attend Lenine, 
and a few days later his condition 
was reported improved. 

A week ago a dispatch said Lenine 
was helpless because of paralysis and 
that Tchitcherin had been ordered 
home from Genoa to succeed the 
Bolshevik Premier in the event of 
his death.

PARACHUTE JUMPER 
S BLOWN 25 MILES 


Capt. A. W.. Stevens Sets Record 
of 24,206 Feet; 30 Min- 
utes in Descent. 


By the Associated Press. 
DAYTON, O., Jane 13.—Lashed 


and whipped about by a 120-mile-an 
hour gale more than four and a 
half ‘miles above earth, on the 
verge of suffocation, as a result of 
the loss of his oxygen tank, and 
compelled to cling to ropes and straps 
atiached to the parachute for fear 
that a whirling cross current might 
weaken them and cause them to 


break, are several of the ‘“‘mere” 
details related today by Capt. A. W. 
Stevens, aerial figure, McCook 
Field, who yesterday broke. the 
world’s parachute jump record when 
he descended 24,206 feet. 

The fact that it was Capt. Stev- 
ens’ first ‘“‘drop”’ tends to make his 
feat one of the most remarkable in 
the history of aviation.. He suffered 
no ill effects from his trip. 

Altitude Record for Type. 

The plane in which Capt. Stevens 
ascended, a twin motored Martin 
bomber, piloted by Lieut. Leigh 
Wade, broke the world’s altitude 
record for this particular type of 
ship, carrying three passengers when 
it attained a ceiling of 24,206 feet. 
Sergt. Roy *'-ngham was the third 
member of the party. 

Capt. Stevens was reluctant today 
to discuss details of his experience. 

“For a long time I have wanted 
to make a parachute drop,” he said, 
“primarily to obtain first-hand in- 
formation as to the sensation one 
feels. I am highly grati’. d to 
think I was able to bring another 
record at McCook Field. 

“When the plane reached the 
ceiling, I made ready to jump. As 
near as I could judge we were over 
Springfield, O. Bidding my pals 
good-by, I jumped, 

Oxygen Tank Loosened. 

“The opening of the parachute 
become 
loose from its fastenings on _ the 
front of my clothing. Grasping it 
with both hands I endeavored to re- 
tain it.

“Before settling down 
altitude I thought my 
rome, as I was nearly suffocated 
due to the rareness of the atmos- 
phere. Dropping out of the gale into 
calmer atmosphere below I quickly 
recovered, however. 

“IT landed at Jamestown, approxi- 
mately 25 miles from where I left 
the plane. The descent took just 80 
minutes,”

required by Lieut. Wade to pilot the 
bomber to ) er record-breaking alti- 
tude.

Congressman’s View Occa- 
sioned by Maine Campaign 
Statement That Married 
Man “Understands Better.” 


MOORES DEFENDS THE 
POLITICAL BACHELOR 


“Single Man More Idealistic 
and Always Stands Ready 
to Defend Cause of AS 


Women.”’

WASHINGTON, June 13. — The 
bachelors in Congress—and there 
are a score or more of them—were 
defended today by Representative 
Merrill Moores of Indiana, who re- 
cently won renomination despite his 
state of single blessedness. Meores 
declares it is al) wronk that a man 
needs a wife to make \his way in 
Washngton. He pictures’\the bach- 
elor as the great champion and d»- 
fender of woman’s honor. 

While not wishing to mention the 
specific wife of any specific man, 
Moores nevertneless said he recalled 
some instances where a man’s wife 
had unmade his political career in- 
stead of helping him to the heights. 

The campaign being made in 
Maine against Senator Fred Hale by 
State Senator Howard Davies and 
his wife on the contention that a 
married man would have a better 
understandl..g of the vexing prob- 
lems that arise in national legislation 
has caused no end of argument and 
speculation in the cloak rooms of 
Congress as well as in those “high 
political circles’’ which are supposed 
to know everything and talk about 
every body. 

“More Apt to Be Idealists.”’ 

Representative Moores particul- 
larly railed today against the asser- 
tlon- in the Maine campaign that 
bachelors really cannot grasp the 
things in life that are lasting and 
abiding, and that “eyes accustomed 
to bright lights can see nothing but 
darkness when they look up at the 
stars.”’ 

“Why,” he exclaimed, “bachelors 
are more apt to be idealists than 
married men. .They are nearly al- 
ways bachelors because they prefer, 
to remain steadfast and true to a 
memory, the memory of some one 
woman in their lives, and they are 
always ready to defend the cause of 
all women.’’ 

The very derivation of the word 
bachelor ought to enable the voters. 
to understand them, says Moores. 

“Tt comes,” he says, “from the 
word ‘baccalaureus,’ which means a 
wreath of laurel, which in olden 
times was placed on the brow of a 
newly made knight-bachelor. A 
knight-bachelor was an apprentice, 
as it were, to a knight, and was the 
intermediary stage between a 
equire and a knight. The young 
knight-bachelor took vows of chas- 
tity and also swore to redress in- 
justices, particularly those against 
women.”’ 

Approves “Civic Virtue” Idea. 

From all which it is to be in- 
ferred that the women of the coun- 
try are to expect a better under- 
standing of their problems and bet- 
ter treatment at the hands of the 
bachelors in Congress than from the 
mere married men and widowers. 

Moores is not at all gloomy in his 
regard of the future of the single 
man in politics. He has had five 
congressional terms and feels that 
he “is in’’ for another. 

The Congress bachelors admit the 
old saying that “a wife can either 
make or ruin a man,” but they ask, 
“Why take chances?” The bache- 
lors always feel they are in danger, 
however, of becoming enmeshed. 
Moores himself tells of a bachelor 
colleague, who in order to be sure 
of himself, took a vow each morn- 
ing to remain free from marital en- 
tanglements during the day. One 
morning he got up late and rushed 
to his office without registering the 
vow. The oversight was fatal. Be- 
fore night he was engaged. 

As a finalgword, the bachelors say 
that Sculptor Macmonnies is right, 
“Civic Virtue” ought to be a broad- 
shouldered young man, tramping his 
way to the heights over the necks 
of a lot of would-be sirens.

$11,000 ASKED FOR 
‘RUGS, FURNITURE?’ IN 
‘WAR FRAUD INQUIRY 


President Submits Request for 
_ Additional $5000 for Office 
Furnishings.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Presi- 
dent Harding today asked Congress 
for an additional $5,000 for rugs and 
furniture ‘“‘necessary for the investi- 
gation and prosecution of war 
frauds.’ If approved, this will make 
a total of $11,000 for this item. 

These necessities are designed for 
the offices of the war frauds section 
being organized by Attorney General 
Daugherty. The Department of Jus- 
tice appropriation bill already car- 
ries*an item of $6,000 for this pur- 
pose, 

Besides the new _ furniture, the 
President asked for $34,000 for juror 
and witness fees and for expenses of 
the special grand jury which is to 
devote its entire time to war graft 
cases. 


MEN PINNED TO BEDS AS TREES 
ARE BLOWN THROUGH ROOF 


Damage Is Done by Violent Wind 
and Rainstorm at Springfield, 
Ill., and Vicinity.

SHRINGFIELD, Ill., June 13.— 
Fifteen houses were blown from 
their foundations, $35,000 damage 
was done to Devereaux Mine and 
two men were injured while in bed, 
When a violent wind and rainstorm 
struck Springfield early this morn- 
ing. Both the men were removed 
later this morning through streets 
littered by broken trees to a hos- 
pital. They had _ been pinned to 
their beds by trees which crashed 
tHrough the roofs of their homes. 

Trains of the Illinois Traction sys- 
tem out of Springfield were com- 
pletely tied up. Lack of telephone 
facilities prevented an accurate esti- 
mate of damage, but it was reported 
that several poles were down north, 
south and east of Springfield. 

Traffic north and south, the com- 
pany announced, would be resumed 
by noon, but cars out of Springfield, 
to Decatur, would likely not be run 
all day. 

Reports from outside Springfield 
showed that damage was general 
through this and neighboring coun- 
ties.

FOUND BEHIND BARN 
WITH THROAT CUT 


BROKER WHO ENDED LIFE 
IN COUNTY YESTERDAY 


Drove to Farm of W. J. Mc- | 
Donagh, Drank Water Fe- 
verishly, but Refused to 
Tell Object of Visit. 


Grief over domestic troubles was 
advanced today as the probable rea- 
son of George K. Fisher in ending 
his life with a razor yesterday after- 
noon. He was 40 years old, resided 
at the St. Louis Club, and was vice 
president of the Fisher-Semple In- 
vestment Co., stock and bond brok- 
ers, in the Rialto building. 

He killed himself about 5:30 p. m. 
behind a barn on the farm of Wil- 
liam J. McDonagh, Page and Spring 
avenues, about six blocks north of 


the Olive Street road, St. Louis Coun- 
His wife divorced him about six 
years ago, and since that time, it was 
said by his business partners, he had 
not had the companionship. of his 
four children. His business affairs, 
they added, were in excellent shape. 

Fisher drove his roadster along a 
driveway at the side of McDonagh’s 
residence and parked at a point near 
the kitchen. He remained seated in 
the automobile until McDonagh, at 
work in the field, saw him and ap- 
proached. McDonagh had never 
seen him before. 

“Just Looking Around.” 

“I’m just looking around,” he said 
in response to McDonagh’s query as 
to what he was doing there. “May 
I have a drink of water?” 

McDonagh pointed to. the cistern 
about 25 feet away and told him to 
help himself and to, make himself 
comfortable. Fisher drank two cups 
of water and sat down on a chair. 

McDonagh stood about, waiting 
for Fisher to explain his visit, but 
the latter had nothing to say. He 
removed his hat and stretched his 
legs. 

“It’s mighty hot today, 
McDonagh. 

“Yes,” feplied Fisher, and he went 
to the cistern and helped himself to 
two more cups of water. 

“If you care tO you may look 
about the place,” said McDonagh,,. 
“I’m pretty busy just now, and if you 
want me you may call me.” 

“All right,” said Fisher, and he 
picked up his hat and strolled about 
the vegetable garden immediately to 
the rear of the house. 


Drank More Water. 


McDonagh resumed his work in 
the field and occasionally looked 
about to see what Fisher was doing. 
The latter, after surveying the gar- 
den, made another trip to the cis- 
tern. Then he sat down again and, 
after a few minutes, got up, drank 
another cup of water and again 
strolled about. 

“He was extremely nervous,” Mc- 
Donagh said today. “I thought he 
was considering purchasing the 
place, but the way he acted made 
me suspicious. I watched him for 
more than two hours and in that 
time he drank about 14 cups of wa- 
ter. He must have been feverish. He 
would walk about for a bit, go to 
the cisterm and then sit down for a 
few minutes. 


“Finally I called my _ brother. 
Frank, who was at work some dis- 
tance away, and told him about it. 
He walked over to the man and 
tried to strike up a conversation. He 
asked several questions relating to 
the man’s business and the purpose 
of his visit, but received only grunts 
in response. Frank did not \-‘ant to 
be discourteous, but after a - long 
while he blurted right out: “What 
do you want here?’ ‘she man looked 
at him.a minute and then said: 
‘You'll know after a while.’ 

Dog Attracts Attention. 

“Frank walked away from him 
and a few minutes later said to me: 
‘There is something wrong with that 
house. but we could not see him. 
Then we searched the premises 
around tke house, but could find no 
sign of him. It was about £:40 p. 
m., and the dog began acting funny. 
He ran up to us and barked and 
then ran behind the barn. He did 
this several times and we followed 
him. 

‘The affair was no longer a mys- 
tery. The man was lying on his 
back behind the barn. His throat 
was cut clear across and he held a 
razor tightly In both hands. There 
also was a small cut on his wrist. 
The blade of the razor was nick» 
in several places.”

Income Will Go to Widow, and 
After Her Death to the 
Three Children. 


An inventory of the estate of Ken- 
nett F. Burnes, 5151 Washington 
boulevard, who died May 25 follow- 
ing an operation on his throat, was 
filed in Porbate Court today showing 
personal property amounting toe 
$822,684.89 and real estate with an 
appraised value of $280,402.06, a to-- 
tal of $1,103,486:91. 

Burns was 43 years old, and for 
many years was secretary of the 
Granby Mining and Smelting Co., 
from which he retired several years 
ago. The .will provides that the 
widow, Mrs. Adele Burns, shall re- 
ceive the income from the estate 
durng her life. After her death the 
income is to go in equal shares to 
the three children, Kennett, James 
and Alvin. 

When the youngest child becomes 
50 years of age, the estate is then 
to be divided among the children or 
their heirs.

A denial of the use of Democratic

Medicine from the old Missouri Med- | 
ical College, St. Louis, in 1870, and 
later returned to Berlin, Vienna, 
Paris and London for research work. 

e was chief dispensary physician 
here from 1870 to 1875, establish- 
ing the 24-hour ambulance service 
and increasing in other ways the 
usefulness of the work. 

Active During Smallpox Epidemic. 

During the smallpox epidemic of 
1872 he personally examined 2,500 
patients. He became demonstrator 
of anatomy ‘for Missouri Medical 
College in 1873 and later professor 
of surgery, a position he retained 
after the college became the Wash- 
ington University Medical School, 
and until 1919. With other physi- 
cians he established the St. Louis 
Post-Graduate School of Medicine 
and in 1890 he established the St. 
Louis Surgical and Gynecological 
Hospital, next door to his home. 

He served as surgeon, with the 
rank of Major, for the First Regi- 
ment, Missouri National Guard, from 
1895 to 1899, but was not called on 
to serve out of the city during the 
Spanish-American war.g He was con- 
sulting surgeon for St. John’s Hos- 
pital, the Jewish Home for Chronic 
Invalids, City Hospital and Female 
Hospital at various times, and sur- 
geon for Martha Parsons Free Hos- 
pital for Children.

In the year 1059 this had been 
changed. By a decree of Pope 
Nicholas II the principal priests and 
deacons of the churches 
around Rome were organized into 
the so-called College of Cardinals, 
and this gathering of prominent 
churchmen (the word “Cardinal” 
meant principal) was given the ex- 
clusive power of electing the future 
popes. 

In the year 1078 the College of 
Cardinals elected a priest by the 
name of Hildebrand, the son of very 
simple parents in Tuscany, as Pope, 
and he took the name of Gregory 
VII. His energy was unbounded.
